E have had no News of the Turkifh 
Fleet fince the ten Men of War failed 
from hence 5 nor do we hear that Ja- 
nom Choggia who is to command it, is 
etarrived at Scio: ones, People continue to 
Opinion, that the Defign is upon the Ifland 
of Gozo. The Latin Bifhop of Scio, who is 
brought hither Prifoner with fix Monke from that 
Ifland, has been told, that if he and his Monke 
will have theie Liberty they muft pay fixty Purfes 
for it, 50 to the Grand Visiter, 10 to the Cap- 
tain Patha, each Purfe valued at 100 |. Sterhing. 
To this the Bifhop anfwered, that they had no 
Money, nor Power to ¢aile any; but that, if the 
Grand Signior would have fuch a Sum, it could be 
levied only by bis Authority, by taxing each Latin 
ot Roman Catholick of the Ifland according to bis 
Ability, and forcing them to the Payment. It is 
faid the Port has agreed to this Expedient, and the 
is adjufted upon that Foot.

‘ through the Streets in good Order, the Windows 
* and Balconies of the Houfes all the way being

* Day. The Panegyrick being ended, a third Mi- 
* litary Salvo was made of Musket-fhot, 300 Mor- 
* tars, and Cannon: Afterwards, ‘a fmall, though 
* fine Firework, concluded this Grand Feftival; 
* and during the whole Night the Saint’s Name 
* waefeen burning artificially in divers Parts of the 
* City, upon Tewers, and upon Bridges ; the Let- 
‘ters were reprefented in Blazes of different 
* Colours.. What moft remarkably fell out the 
* next Day, after the Statue was fet up upon the 
« Bridge, was 5 a large Boat aded with Cotn com- 
‘ ing down the River Ticino, which had been 
* exceedingly {welled by the continued Rain of two 
‘ Days before, the Tide, though sapid enough 
* otherwifle, was more fo at that Time, and the Vef- 
* fel being got into the Middic of the Stream 
* was driven away by it notwithftanding all the 
* Laboar of the Men, and wae going to ftrike di- 
* rely againft one of the Stone Pillare of the 
‘ Bridge: When, the Boatmen, not being able to 
* ftem the Currant, and fecing before their Eyes 
* certain. Danger of perifhing, moft devoutly iv- 
* voked the Saint, and not knowing how to call 
* him by his own Name, they feveral times re- 
s Koved thefe Words: O Saint of she Bridge ! 
* Mercy! Help! Help! And, Lo! when the Bark 
* wae jek on the point of dafh’d to Pieces 
* againft the Stone Pillar, it inftantly turo’d about,
